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Die Space Brothers tell us that in their more advanced civilisations they have 
no religions as such, only one Cosmic Faiths In their ancient history, they state, 
they had many religions and much conflict of ideas., but as they evolved, these re- 
lifT 1 gradually became amalgamated, simplified and finally developed into the 
Universal Faith of Co sale Consciousness. Even on Earth, despite great religious diff¬ 
erences, vra begin to see the first movements towards a better understanding between 
religions which may In time lead to a Universal Faith,

Our files 
are open for review by all news media, researchers and interested persons. The IIOUFO 
neither endorses nor rejects the claims of any so-called contactees. We investigate with 
an open mind. In the 6 years IIOUFO has existed, our investigations of UFO sight ing 3 show 
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no evidence that UFOs represent a threat to the security of the planet earth or that 
they are Interplanetary spaceships."

Major C.W. Dutreaun, Director, Civil Defense, Oklahoma City; Mr, W.M, Greene, Astro- 
geologist, Huntsville, Alabama; Mr. J» Guam, Photography, Oklahoma City; Hr, F. Halstead 
former Curator, Darling Observatory, Minnesota; Mr. D. Johnson, Assistant Planettu’iim 
Director, Kirkpatrick Planetariim, Oklahoma City; Prof. N.N„ Kohanowskl, Geologist and 
Mining Engineer, North Dakota; Mr. C» King, Photography, Oklahoma City; Dr. Askold 
ledonho , Psychology, Caracas, Venezuela; Dr, F.B, Salisbury, Plant Physiology, Colorado 
State University. The IIOUFO 6 s Photo Analysis is carried out at Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio and Eastman-Kodak, Chicago.

Book Review by Geoffrey Moppett. 

Walter Sullivan is Science Editor for The New York Times. lie writes clearly and 
his book is packed with ths results of his research Into his subject. The book is sub¬ 
titled “The Search for Intelligent Life on Other Worlds", and is a fascinating exposit¬ 
ion of that thread of scientific thought which has led from early recorded history to 
Project Ojana and similar efforts in the present day. 

The search is at present directed to the distant stars In the galaxy in an attempt 
to detect the radio emissions of a technical civilization. However, scrae of the scient¬ 
ists quoted have urged that myths and legends be re-examined for indications that visits 
to this planet by intelligent beings may have occurred since the dawn of civilization. 
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As for UFO 1 's, I quote from the book! n —Without making direct reference to the 

"flying saucer" episodes of recent years , he (Sagan) dismissed such tales by noting 
that In the past few centuries, "when critical scholarship and non*-superstitious 
reasoning have been fairly widespread," there have been no reliable reports of a 
visitation*" Most of the readers of this review will have reservations shout that 
statement* 

And while we are having reservations, I will quote again directly from the book: 
"Why, in the second half of the twentieth century, has this subject so abruptly become 
11 re spec table", after being so long corrupted and discredited by various science-fiction 
writers, comic strips and, more recently, television shows?" As a science-fiction fan, 
this seemed to me to be a sweeping condemnation of science fiction* I bristled* But 
on second reading, I realized that the author did not condemn all science fiction and, 
in fact, later cites "Arthur C* Clarke, one of the most knowledgeable of all science 
fiction writers." So I won't strike the sentence from my copy of the book* 

Much of the material was suggested by papers presented at a conference on "Intell¬ 
igent Extraterrestrial life" convened in November, 1961, by the Space Science Board of 
the United States National Academy of Sciences at the National Radio Astronomy Observ¬ 
atory in Green Bank, West Virginia* And the present-day scientists roost frequently 
quoted are the eleven men who participated* (their names are listed on page 247 in 
the book.) 

Although "Intelligent Extraterrestrial Life" is the theme of the book, the sub¬ 
jects touched upon and the questions raised are scattered excitingly all over the field 
of our knowledge* Ideas there are in abundance, both conservative and "far out"* For 
instance: "Not only could life spores be carried from one part of the universe to 
another by light pressure, he said* "it was even possible that they were "launched 
into apace by intelligent beings**" Or: — if there are any inhabitants on Mara, 

they can see little an earth to suggest the presence of life, intelligent or otherwise* 
The limits of the largest cities could hardly be seen with the equivalent of our most 
powerful telescopes and, while nuclear explosions could be observed, their flash is so 
brief that most would not be noticed and those that were would be challenged, since 
corroboration would be difficult*" 

I think it would be impossible to read the book without, a sense of axoitoaenv 
at sema part of it, without a renewed feeling of awe at the incomprehensible vast- 
ness of the universe, and at the marvellous detail of its parts* Should ws not 
also feel a sense of responsibility for the use of our intelligence in the devel¬ 
opment of ourselves and our surroundings as a part of the whole? 

Scientists Believe Life on Mars l 

Scientists at the NASA Research Centre, Ames, U.S.A., have isolated what they 
believe are the components of Mars’ atmosphere and have watched compounds develop in¬ 
cluding what one scientist calls "manna from heaven". When these components are radiated 
ultra-violetly, many organisms develop, including glucose and other food material. If 
this experiment is true of conditions on Mars, then it is possible that living organisms 
below the surface can obtain their food from the "manna" aa it works its way underground* 
The experiment has shown the scientists that any possible living thing on Mars doesn't 
have to be in the sunlight.

Section. THE MYSTERY CF THE HUMAN BRAIN . 

During the pent three decades, the medical profession has made gigantic 
strides In fathoming the physical functioning of the human brain, but its inter¬ 
related meta-physical functions, including psychical and spiritual responses, the 
vast area of the subconscious mind (the conscious mind only uses a fractional 
proportion of its potential brain power), certain regions of consciousness,; per¬ 
ception and memory, remain for the most part, largely unexplored territory, In 
his paper "Some Obacrvationa on the Functional Organization of the Huaan Brain", 
the world-famous, Montreal neurosurgeon. Wilder Penfield, says: "Knowledge of the 
outward form of the brain is wall advanced. The pathways of sensation and of 
movement within the brain have been and are being charted. But what of the neurone 
mechanises involved in consciousness, perception, memory? Far off, it seems to me, 
we hear the hum of the machinery of the mind and from time to time we gain fleeting 
glimpsee of its action. But we stand in awe upon the threshold of understandings" 

Elaptrocje %perin^s 

Dr. Penfield 1 e long years of research into the mysteries of the huaan brain 
led him Into many interesting experiments in this fascinating field, including the 
application of an electrode into one of the sensory areas of the brain which produced 
in the patient a crude sensation in the corresponding part of the body that this area 
controls, such as an involuntary muscular Jerk in the leg or a tingling sensation in 
the eye. 

With some epileptic cases, he discovered from time to time that similar stimu¬ 
lation of the temporal lobe cortex (composed of millions of nerve cells) occasionally 
produced a psychical response, i.e., the patient would hear music or sane well-known 
person speaking or would re-live some incident in which he figured in the past. So 
real were these experiences that patients would often say: "This is not a memory; it 
is more vivid than that." It was further discovered that the patient had the dual 
experience of being well aware of his presence cn the operating table and at the same 
time re-living sons foncer incident of his life. This recollection lasted ae long 
as the electrode was kept in place, but vanished instantly when it was withdrawn. 

From these experiments. Dr. Penfield readied the conclusion that the epileptic con¬ 
dition made the cortex more readily atimulable. It is Interesting to note that these 
results were only obtained in the temporal cortex - an area of the brain to which no 
certain function had been previously ascribed. 

Dr. Penfield sums up the results of these experiments as follows: "It may be 
assumed then that in this area of the cortex each successive conscious experience 
is laid dowi in a relatively permanent pattern of nerve cell connections that records 
all those things of which a man is conscious at any given time. It is as though the 
cortex contained a continuous strip of cinematograph film, a strip that includes a 
waking record from childhood onward." 

Another Form of M^iy-StiipulflViqa 

This writer theorizes that similar memory-stimulation may be brought about by 
more natural electrical impulses than the use of the surgeon's electrode and quotes 
the following two experiences connected with the Northern Lights. At one time she 
worked as secretary to an officer of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police who had prev¬ 
iously spent a number of years on duty in the Far North. This officer stated that 
during a display of the Aurora Borealis, his memory became vividly sharpeneo and he 
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could recall with complete ease the minutest details cf his early childhood, 
even to the extent of singing songs and hymns his conscious mind had long since 
forgotten« Aa if to confirm this statement, soma years later the writer had a 
similar experience after watching a magnificent display of the Northern lights 
over Ottawa for about 15 minutes one sunnier'a night 0 On retiring to bed, she 
found her brain unusually stimulated and sleep impossible» Then suddenly there 
came into her mind a flood of aanories of childhood experiences that had taken 
place when she was about 9 years old<> Everything was re-lived in vivid detail - 
places she had visited, people wearing the fashions of the era, shops displaying 
the cosnodities of the day, even the complete address of an old Aunt long since 
forgotten in her conscious mind, came back to her with startling reality <>

Taking the subject of nwnory a step back beyond early childhood experiences, 
there arises the question - is there acme area of the hiaan brain which holds 
Memories of previous lives? Many psychics claim that there roust be and certainly 
retro gras a ion experiments carried out by qualified hypnotists would seem to indic¬ 
ate that there jLg ouch an area* But here again, a further question arises - does 
this area lie within the physical human brain or a metaphysical cowiterpart? 


Brain Damage 

One of the biggest mysteries of the human mind is its peculiar reactions to 
certain types of brain damage, Peter Hurkns, the world-famous psychic, claims he 
owes his strange gift to the accident of a fractured skull?. This would appeal' to 
indicate that the human brain contains a normally dormant area of extra-sen eory 
perception which may be developed fay natural, or trained psychics, or brought 
involuntarily into sudden use by accidental stimulation such as in the case of a 
blow or in jury o In this latter connection, if and when medical scientists discover 
the exact location of this area, it is possible that they may be able to stimulate 
the ESP faculty into active use by less violent means - with fascinating and far- 
reaching results? 

Another odd experience of a strange result of brain damage occurred to a 
friend of the writer who suffered concussion after being thrown from horse-back. 

This girl was 26 years old at the time, happily married and living in Victoria, B-C, 
On regaining consciousness in the hospital, she claimed she was 17, single and living 
with her parents in Vancouver, and gave tho hospital authorities her address there. 
When her husband visited her, he appeared as a complete stranger to her of whom she 
had no knowledge or memory - in short, the 9 subsequent years from the age of 17 
were a complete blank to her e Fortunately, with time, her damaged mmaory calls 
healed and she regained her complete aaraory* 

Even more startling are some of the cases of brain damage recorded in medical 
history books * To quote from an early one "Anomalies and Curiosities of Medicine", 

Dr So Gould and Pyle quote the case of a canal boatman who, involved in an accident 
going wider a bridge, had the top of his head sheared off, resulting in the loss of 
25& of his skull and a considerable amount of brain matter. Surgeons, hardly ex¬ 
pecting him to survive, worked on the large wound for over an hour and as they fin¬ 
ished bandaging it, to their great amazement, the man suddenly got up, put on his 
clothes and walked away as though nothing had happened? Two months later, he was 
back at work cm the canal boat and apart from occasional dizzy spells, he continued 
to live in good health for over 33 years t 





Another case cited was that of a nan with a brain tumour which created a 
5-inch long cavity in his brain and yet he retained full possession of all his 
faculties until he died. In 1935* they quote 9 a baby was born in St* Vincent*s 
hospital* New York City* with no brain whateverl And yet this infant lived for 
nearly a month* behaving as any other normal baby* and it was only when an autopsy 
was undertaken that it was discovered that the child 9 s brain was missing* 

Ur. Gustave Geley* in his book "Fran the Conscious to the Unconscious" cites 
the case of a young girl whose brain was crushed to pulp in a railway accident. 

After minor surgery* she made a rapid and complete recovery’ 

In 1940, Urso Iturricha and Ortiz reported to the Anthropological Society 
in Bolivia the case of a young boy who died as a result of an abcess of the brain. 

Apart from complaining of a violent headache, the boy was fully conscious and 
rational until the end. In conducting the autopsy* the doctors were amazed to 
discover that the boy was practically decapitated* the brain mass being virtually 
detached from the spinal cord? 

Ever, more baffling was the experience of the famous German brain specialist* 

Hufeland, who performed an autopsy on a paralyzed man who had been in complete 
possession of all of his mental faculties until he died. When the specialist ex¬ 
plored the man's brain cavity, all he found was 11 ounces of water1 

A Mew Approach 

These extraordinary cases of people retaining their full mental faculties with 
a severely damaged brain or with no brain at all, pose the biggest mystery of all. 

With what do they think and act? If not with a physical brain - with what? Do not 
these cases suggest that the real seat of brain power lies in an invisible, intangible 
metaphysical brain? Here, surely, ie a fascinating field of research for the medical 
scientists and brain specialists of the future* one demanding an entirely new approach 
and a widely different concept of the true realities of life. Too long, it seems, too 
many of our scientists have been rigidly tied to a purely material concept of scient¬ 
ific research, with the result they are left with a host of baffling problems and 
unanswered questions. A long and serious study of the science of metaphysics may 
well hold the key to the solution of many of these mysteries. 

That the great Canadian neurosurgeon. Wilder Pmnfield, has been made aware 
of the truth of this new approach is clearly shown in the concluding paragraph of 
his paper: "Before certain problems, the scientist will always stand in awe. 

Perhaps they may be forced to make another approach - to what was called in old 
time "the heart". However far our successors of these studies may go, it is my 
firm belief that the machine (the physical brain) will never fully explain the man, 
nor mechanisms the nature of the spirit."
